The first speaker, Mr. Maloney, 
is presently the Parliamentary As- 
sistant to the Minister of Labour 
in the new government. He repre- 
sents the federal riding of Toron- 
to-Parkdale. Later in the evening, 
he was called by Mr. Pickersgill 
"the brightest star that the P.C's 
have yet produced in the new par- 
liament." . 

Mr. Maloney presented a wide 
array of facts to prove that the 
Progressive Conservatives were the 
only Canadian National party. He 
listed the provinces in which the 
Liberals were either not in power 
or were not an influential opposi- 
tion. These were r Ontario, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Saskat- 
chewan, B.C., and Alberta. He al 
so noted that the Liberal Party was 
without a leader at present in On- 
tario/ Quebec, and the country it- 
self. (The opposition later said 
that at least they had a party in 
Quebec, leader or no leader.) 

The fact that the Cabinet has at 
least one representative from each 
province was mentioned. Also it 
is the first cabinet to have a Ukrai- 
nian member, and the first to have 
a woman in its ranks. It is also the 
first party to be represented by a 
Chinese. Mr. Maloney stressed the 
relative youthfulness of the new 
government. He attributed failure 
in Quebec to its loyalty to a "fa- 
vourite son" and predicted sweep 
ing gains in the future as the son, 
Mr. St. Laurent, was now gone. 

P.C's the Defendant 

Next to speak was Norm Sa 
muels, a fourth year Arts student. 
Samuels was declared the best ne- 
gative speaker last year in the 
M.I.T. . Invitational Tournament. 
He said that it was most appro 
priate for Mr. Maloney, a criminal 
lawyer, to be defending the Pro 
gressivc Conservatives. He suggest 
cd that Mr. Maloney did not give 
up the practice of criminal law, 
but had -just taken on his biggest 
client. 

Samuels contended that no 
party could call itself truly nation 
al without the representation of 
Quebec. He said that this country 
was based on a union of two 
language groups, and pointed out 
that only nine of the 112 P.C. 
seats are in Quebec. Among the

Barton went on to show how • 
the Minister of Finance's pro- 
posed policy of reduced taxes and 
increased benefits could and 
would work. Mr. Samuels had 
formerly stated that it was 
mathematically impossible. Bar- 
ton, however, said that the solu- 
tion was to be found in the rising 
Gross National Product. 

Next to speak on the national 
character of the P. C. party was 
Mr. Pickersgill, who said that the 
new government appeared to 
stretch "from the Humber to the 
Don and from the Lakefront to 
Eglinton." Justifying Liberal sup- 
port of the Conservatives in par- 
liament of late, he said, "Why 
shouldn't the Liberals be glad to 
welcome the P.C's tardy support 
of the Liberal policies they are 
merely continuing?" 

Mr. Pickersgill was especially 
scathing on the subject of Mr. 
Diefenbaker's.15% trade proposal 
to -Great Britain. He termed it a 
most serious matter, "inimical to 
the interests of'Canada." 

The ex-Minister of Citizenship 
and Immigration closed by saying 
that, in his opinion, no party 
can call itself a national party 
when one-third of that nation's 
population has no hope of ever 
attaining its top post. 

No winner of the debate was 
declared. 




'Asia And West 9 Is

An III Man And Nation 

By now the shock and the sadness of the situation have 
subsided, and sober thought about the significancé of the 
President's latest illness has given rise to much anxiety and 
doubt over the world. President Eisenhower's incapacity 
will do the world no good, but it is the U.S. which will 
suffer most. 

It will reap as it has sown. In 1956 it voted for a can- 
didate who was ill and old because he was a comfortable 
candidate, and because he was fortunate enough to be 
associated with good times for the economy. His opponent 
was an "egghead" but what the country wanted was 
Grampa Ike to lead the smiling national procession. His 
famous grin is now wan, and must surely mock the many 
millions who voted for him. A man whose leadership powers 
are not great has lost whatever physical powers he had, 
We should not believe his physicians any longer; twice their 
reassurances have been false. Eisenhower must resign, for 
his own sake and his nation's. 

And if he resigns Richard Nixon will have the most 
important job in the world. His occupancy of the White 
House would be a crime against what it represents. His 
mediocrity is obvious. He has less of an intellect than Eisen- 
hower has and far more political ambition and this combi- 
nation is highly unpromising. As Vice-President' he has done 
little and said little of any significance or value what- 
ever. As President, there is no reason to suspect that he 
will do othenvise. 

What a kettle of suckerfish the U.S. is in now. Madison 
Avenue and agencies peddled a bum product that the nation 
bought, and with no money-back guarantee. We are left 
with such leaders as Nixon and Dulles and Knowland. 
These are the men who lead what is supposed to be the 
greatest nation on the earth. These are the perverse 
and harsh men who can speak for the Western world. Yet 
the most terrible thing of all is that these are the men that 
Americans elected as leaders. We wonder if Americans will 
ever realize how badly they have chosen, how misguided they 
were. In a critical period of histoxy democracy has failed 
tragically. Eisenhower has failed and if he is honorable 
must resign. But the country that has failed cannot resign. 
It must do something, and with what it does our country is 
involved irrevocably.
